This  year's  enrollment  of  700 
students  is  the  largest  in  Brevard's 
history.  Our  president,  Dr.  Jacob 
Martinson,  is  pleased  and  says  he 
hopes  that  capacity  enrollment  is  a 
trend.  With  the  student  body 
increasing  from  year  to  year,  Brevard 
has  the  potential  to  grow,  but  should 
never  strive  to  become  a 
multicomplex  university.  A  master 
plan  of  the  campus  has  been  drawn 
up  and  there  is  talk  of  refurbishing 
the  auditorium  starting  in  May.  Is 
there  really  a  need  for  a  large  school  in 
this  area?  Dr.  Martinson  believes  that 
as  long  as  there  is  a  demand  for  this 
kind  of  college,  Brevard  will  remain  a 
small,  two-year  learning  center.

He  would  like  to  see  every 
student  have  big  goals  and  realize  his 
full  potential.  Dr.  Martinson  feels 
Brevard  can  continue  to  turn  out  real 
leaders  in  the  years  ahead.  He  would 
like  for  Brevard  to  be  the  best 
two-year  center  of  education  in  the 
country.  At  present,  we  are  not  far 
from  this  goal.
